MEN RECRUITED 
BY UNION START 


OPERATING CABS 


Number of New Drivers 
Not Disclosed — Ac- 
tion Is Denounced by 


Strike Leader. 


Men recruited by the Team- 
sters’ Union to replace striking 
taxicab drivers went to work to- 
day, it was reported, but the 
walkout -by 700 regular drivers 
continued. The number of re 
placements was not, disclosed. 

Don Cortor, leader of the 
strikers, denounced the recruit- 
ing as an effort by Harold J. 
Gibbons, president of Team- 
sters’ Joint Council No. 13, to 
crush the Taxicab Drivers’ Wel- 
fare Association, independent 
union organized by former mem- 
bers of Teamsters Local 405. 


“This strikebreaking move 
cant succeed,” he contended. 
“The larger part of our mem- 


bers are individual cab owners, 
and they can’t be replaced in 
this way. The only way to re- 
place them is for Black & 
White, Laclede and Yellow Cab 
Co.'s to buy 400 or 500 auto- 
mobiles.” 

Alderman A. J. Cervantes, 
who is president of Laclede, 
and William Seibert, head of 
Yellow Cab Co., sought to ad- 
dress a meeting of the striking 
drivers at St. Louis House last 
night, but were refused per- 
mission to speak by vote of the 
str’ kers. 

The strikers refused to hear 
the company officials because 
they were convinced that Gib- 
bons had sent them tothe meet- 
ing. said Cortor, who is chair- 
man of the Drivers’ Welfare 
Association. 

Gibbons, trustee of Local 405, 
said it was the union’s responsi- 
bility to furnish drivers to the 
taxicab companies, and 60 men 
had been recruited from other 
locals of the Teamsters’ Union 
for this purpose. 

“We've been hiring new driv- 
ers,” said Cervantes, but when 
asked how many men had been 
taken on since the strike began 
said, “Three or four were taken 
on in the last couple of days.” 

Seibert said Yellow Cab “will 
use any one who is a member 
of the Teamsters’ Union, re- 
gardless of who recruits him.” 

The strike was called shorily 
after several Negro drivers had 
been employed by firms which 
had not used them before. Cor- 
# insisted that this was not 

e reason for the walkout, 
which he termed a revolt 
against domination by Gibbons.

SANTA FE, N.M., Aug 
Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois 
has launched his second try for 
the presidency the “Joe 
Smith” approach, an angle sup- 
plied by the Republican national 
convention at San Francisco last 
week. It is an.approach that 
symbolizes the election - yeal 
stature of “thé common man’ 
the same figure who was Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelts “forgotten 
man.” 

At the first of a series of five 
regional meetings with Demo- 
cratic party leaders scheduled 
for this week, Stevenson and 
his running mate, Senator 
‘stes Kefauver of Tennessee, 
met here yesterday with leaders 
from seven southwestern states 
When it was all over at an early 
hour today the word on all sides 
was harmony. The phrase most 
commonly heard at this parUsan 
gathering was, “We are going 
to win in November with 5Ste- 
venson and Kefauver.’ 

Today the candidates and 
their official retinue, accom- 
panied by some 40 representa- 
tives of newspapers, newsreels, 
television, radio and assorted 
magazines were flying all in 
one airplane—to Vancouver, 
Wash.. and the Bonneville Dam 
for another conference with the 
several northwestern states rep- 
resented. 

Confidence Confirmed. 

Stevenson said the Santa Fe 
meeting had confirmed his con- 
fidence in a Democratic victory 
in November and he noted that 
there had been a “sharp change” 
of opinion in this area toward 
the Democrats. Kelauvet said 
that a lot of people who voted 
for Mr. Eisenhower in 1952 had 
informed the Democrats they 
intended to vote Democratic 
this year. 

The Santa Fe conierence was 
closed to the press—as all of 
the others are to be this week. 
At the end, Stevenson and he- 
fauver met the press and an- 
swered questions They re- 
ported good progress. An aid 
to Stevenson conceded at the 
time that it would have been 
just as well to have had the re- 
porters inside for all of the 
proceedings, since there was no 
hassle that would have been 
embarrassing. 

Nevertheless it was agreed 
that it was a good thing to let 
the visitors feel that they were 
having a private meeting with 
the bigwigs of the party and 
the campaign. 

The “Joe Smith” approach 
was made clear even before the 
party took off from Chicago 
yesterday. Clayton Fritchey. 
heretofore deputy chairman ol 
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the Democratic National Com- 


mittee and now press secretary 
to Stevenson, said the plane 
should be called “The Flying 
Joe Smith.” The next best 
runner-up as a name for the air- 
plane was “The Grass Rooter.” 

“Joe Smith,” of course, is the 
mythical man who did not get 
nominated for Vice President by 
the Republicans at San Fran- 
cisco. He was put forward by 
Terry Carpenter of Nebraska, 
in opposition to Vice President 
Richard Nixon, and the whole 
thing turned out as spmething 
of a gag. But “Joe Smith” held 
over as a symbol of the little 
guy who could get nowhere 
against a steamroller.

The best clue as to the origin 
of “Jce Smith” indicates that 
he was born in East St. Louis—

> ‘tion ballot. 


Some 50 delegates who ob- 
jected to a unity stand adopted 
by the state Democratic con- 
vention yesterday met after- 
ward in a secret night session 
and decided to split from the 
party. They said they would 
announce their slate of electors 
today. 

The insurgents, calling them- 
selves “South Carolinians for 
Independent Electors,” have to 
| get the 10,000 signatures in 11 
days on a petition for a spot on 
the ballot. 

They will get no help from 
the regular Democrats, who in 
1952 tacitly indorsed the South 
Carolinians for Eisenhower 
movement and opened the door 
to independent voting. The Re- 


publicans almost carried the 
state. 

The convention yesterday 
narrowly voted down resolu- 


tions to open the door to insur- 
rection again in 1956. 

Gov. George Bell Timmer- 
man Jr. said, “I do not believe 
we are prepared to sever our 
connection with the national 
party,” and a majority of the 
convention fell into line. 

United States Senator-nomi- 
nate Strom Thurmond, 1948 
“States’ Rights’ presidential 
candidate. led the opposition 
before the convention This 
split the convention nearly 
down the middle on roll call 
votes that killed two resolu- 
tions indorsing independent 
electors, 1682 147\4, and

What the 
United States wants, he contin- 
ued, is a situation in which the 
operating policies of the canal 
are divorced from and insulated 
from the political policies of 
any government. If the British 
and French have had influence 
in the past, the situation cannot 
be corrected by transferring the 
influence to Egypt, he said. 

Shuns Grandiose Terms. 

Asked whether he had changed 
his attitude because he had not, 
at the press conference, used 
the term “internationalization,” 
Dulles replied he was trying to 
avoid the use of grandiose 
terms, that the canal was inter- 
nationalized by an 1888 treaty 
and that there was no question 
about it. He preferred, he said, 
to think in terms of what to do. 

Dulles was asked whether 
former President Truman made 
an offer at Potsdam to interna- 
tionalize the Panama canal. He 
replied that so far as the rec- 
ords disclose there was no such 
offer made. Dulles said the rec- 
ords had been very thoroughly 
examined, in fact, he said, he 
had examined them himself.

Compensating Barbarity 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

During World War II, Congress 
and the President seized the assets of 
enemy corporations for two purposes: 
To prevent them from being used by 
the enemy: and to provide assets with 
which to repay those who suffered 
at the hands of that enemy. 

At the moment when the war 
claims plan sought by Presidents 
Truman and Eisenhower was near- 
ing completion, bills were introduced 
to send war claims assets to Ger- 
many and make recovery for World 
War II victims unlikely. 

This is not a case.of whether inno- 
cent Germans are to suffer for their 
country’s actions in the last world 
war. There are two innocent groups: 
some of the German corporations in- 
volved, and all of the Americans 
who suffered losses. 

There are strong reasons why the 
American victims should be favored. 
First, the German government has 
agreed to reimburse Germans for 
seized assets—Americans have no 
such agreement to rely on. Second, 
by far the largest single amount 
taken from the American claims as- 
sets will otherwise go to I. G. Far- 
ben. This would be bitter irony, for 
13 of Farben’s leaders were convicted 
of war crimes ranging from inhu- 
man abuse of slave labor to bar- 
barous seizure of property for the 
I. G. Farben empire. 

It seems unthinkable that Con- 
gress could seriously consider dis- 
criminating against Americans who 
are without redress for their injuries 
in favor of non-American corpora- 
tions who have been guaranteed re- 
dress by their own government.

A Bare Showcase 

Remember Guatemala? Two years ago this 
summer a rebel government was installed with 
United States aid and guidance to “stop Com- 
munism.” This country thereupon accepted an 
unusual responsibility for the progress of democ- 
racy in Guatemala. How has the experiment 
worked so far? 

Few independent observers appear to believe 
that the experiment has worked very well up 
to now. But it is hard to prepare a balance 
sheet because of the vast difficulties faced by 
the anti-Communist government of President 
Carlos Castillo Armas. 

Col. Armas had to try to rescue his country 
not only from Communism but also from bank- 
ruptcy and illiteracy. To this end the United 
States has given Guatemala aid totaling some 
$50,000,000. 

It can be said that Col. Armas threw out the 
known Communists. He reorganized the Govern- 
ment. He replaced the enforced land reforms 
of the previous Arbenz regime with a modest 
program which has so far resettled more than 
10,000 Guatemalans. - He rebuilt the Govern- 
ment, held an election, pushed new roads and— 
again with American assistance—raised the 
country’s monetary reserves to a record high. 

Yet there is another side to each advance. 
The elections—-and the government — were 
founded on an election law which gave the 
secret ballot only to literate Guatemalans, and 
compelled the illiterates—perhaps 60 per cent 
of the population—to vote in public. 

The Castillo Armas government itself has 
been turning more and more toward the right, 
in reaction to a brand of Communism that was 
supposed to have been extinguished. 

Moderate critics of the government have been 
exiled as well as Reds. Despite the land reforms, 
peasants have been dispossessed by large land- 
owners, Labor unions, promised a new freedom 
after Communism was crushed, still await re- 
forms. Only 44 unions have been reorganized 
of 533 which existed in 1953. 

In June the government announced that it 
had learned of a Communist plot. This produced 
an official “state of alarm” and suspension of 
the rights of free assembly and speech. When 
defiant marched through Guatemala 
City, police turned sub-machine guns on them. 

The result was a new official “state of siege,”’ 
with revocation of many civil rights. The mili- 
tary is now largely in control. To a degree Gua- 
temala has followed the path of wobbly Latin 


students 


\merican dictatorships, with a policy of peri- 
odic harshness and liberality. 

What is needed is a drastic reorganization of 
Guatemalan administration, turning it away from 
the right now as it turned so sharply from the 


But meanwhile the United 
States cannot be happy about events in what 
was to have been a showcase of the advantages 
of ousting Communism. 

Stopping Communism alone is obviously not

The Defense Department seems rather proud 
of its revised personnel security questionnaire, 
feeling that it will prevent future criticism of 
the armed services on the ground that they 
made decisions based on “guilt by association” 
or “guilt by kinship.” Any improvement which 
will eliminate such injustices as the denial of a 
naval commission to Eugene W. Landy—because 
of association with his mother—is more than 
welcome as a step back to American standards 
of fair play and good sense 

jut it is to be hoped that Secretary Brucker 
will ond look at the revised question- 
naire. It still carries the Attorney General's list 
of supposedly subversive organizations although 
no convincing case has been made against some 
of these. It does promise that age, extent and 
frequency of involvement will be considered be- 
fore making membership the test for acceptance 
or retention in the armed forces. It asks the in- 
dividual to tell all about such activities. 

What's more, it adds: “If there is any doubt 
in your mind as to whether your name has been 
linked with one of the organizations named, or 
as to whether a particular association is ‘worth 
mentioning,’ make a full explanation under ‘Re- 
marks.’” How is a man expected to find out 
whether somebody called him a “Communist” 
after a tavern argument about the income tax or 
a debate with his drill-wielding dentist about 
“socialized medicine?” 

The Pentagon might go over that question- 
naire once more with a blue pencil. In the mean- 
time it might explain why the services were not 
over-run with spies and gubversives before 
somebody had these forms printed up. After all, 
millions of Americans marched off to the wis 
without ever seeing one.

State Police in Khaki 

Use of National Guardsmen to help patrol the 
highways is not new in this country, but it will 
be new to Missouri on the Labor Day weekend. 
Gov. Donnelly has ordered several military po- 
lice units to work with the State Patrol. Illinois 
tried this as an experiment during the New 
Year’s holiday and traffic deaths were reduced, 
so Illinois Guardsmen will be on duty again 
next weekend. In Missouri, last year’s Labor Day 
traffic caused 12 deaths and 168 injuries. So 
every driver on Missouri highways should wel- 
come the appearance of the new police in khaki. 
They will ride the roads for everybody's safety. 
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Close One in Texas 

Apparently it will take the official canvass to 
determine whether the winner of the Texas 
Democratic primary for Governor is Senator 
Price Daniel or Ralph Yarborough. The un- 
offical count shows Senator Daniel leading by 
less than half of one per cent of the vote, a 
margin that could easily be overturned in the 
canvass. . 

Win or lose, the real measure of Mr. Yarbor- 
ough’s remarkable race is that he ran 150,000 
behind Senator Daniel in the first primarfy in 
July. Between the two elections he virtually 
wiped out that margin and evidently made many 
of his gains in counties earlier carried by the 
Senator. 

No doubt many factors are involved, among 
them the decline of Gov. Shivers’s power after 
he lost control of the party machinery to the 
Rayburn-Johnson forces earlier this year. Cer- 
tainly it would be risky to assume that the strong 
showing of Mr. Yarborough, an outspoken and 
unequivocal supporter of Adlai E. Stevenson, 
foreshadows Texas support of the Democratic 
nominee this year. 

But we would like to believe that his showing 
does indicate growing strength in Texas for the 
forces of moderation on the racial issue. As Gov. 
Shivers had appealed to the most rabid. race- 
baiters in an effort to save his crumbling power, 
so Senator Daniel was the candidate of some of 
the least savory elements, especially in East 
Texas. In some communities White Citizens’ 
Councils which were supporting the Senator did 


their utmost to mobilize the forces of race preju- 
dice and hatred in his behalf. If the election 
returns represent a rebuke to these elements 
and a Texas vote for good sense and restraint 
on race questions, we say hooray. 
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41 Out of a Hundred 

Taking everything by and large, this is a most 
prosperous country today. But anybody in dan- 
ger of getting smug about it need only look at 
a study of incomes published by the U.S. De- 
partment of Commerce in June. That study, as 
reported by the Cleveland Trust Company Busi- 
ness Bulletin, shows how much opportunity still 
exists for broadening and deepening the na- 
tion's economic welfare. 

Between 1947 and 1955, the study brought 
out, the average annual income of American 
families went up from. $4130 to $5520—a rise 
of 34 per cent in eight years. Not all of this, 
furthermore, was absorbed by the rising cost 
of living. After allowing for that, the real pur- 
chasing power of the average family income, 
before taxes; rose 13 per cent in eight years. 

A rising average income has meant, of course, 
that families have been moving up the income 
ladder, In 1947, one in every four received an 
income of less than $2000; now only 16 per cent 
are in that group. In 1947, 38 per cent received 
incomes between $2000 and $4000; now the per- 
centage has gone down to 25 per cent. 

On the other hand, the proportion of families 
in higher income brackets has gone up: in the 
$4000-$6000 range, from 21 to 27 per cent; at 
$6000-$10,000, from 12 to 24 per cent; and above 
$10,000, from 4 to 8 per cent. 

While this record reveals a heartening growth 
in incomes, and helps to explain the continuance 
of near boom conditions today even though one 
major industry—automobiles—is operating at 
markedly reduced volume, the most significant 
aspect of the figures may be what they imply 
for the future. Even after the remarkable growth 
in incomes, 41 out of every 100 families are still 
receiving less than $4000 a year. 

Four thousand dollars a year is $80 a week. 
Anybody who is raising a family on that income 
at today’s prices, taxes and urban living ex- 
penses cannot have much left over for the ex- 
tras which characterize a high standard of living. 
Prosperous as we are, the nation will be more 
so when more families of the 41 per cent now 
receiving less than $4000 a year move up to the 
next income group. 
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Recognition for the St. Louis Bar 

The Bar Association of St. Louis, cited by the 
American Bar Association for a year of achieye- 
ment, has earned the community’s commenda- 
tion as well. Two accomplishments in particular 
substantially profited the public interest. 

First was the association's survey and pointed 
criticism of conditions in the magistrates’ courts, 
thereby focusing attention on the need for ad- 
ministrative reform. And then followed the 
splendid work of the group’s committee on crim- 
inal justice. Out of this came the rule in our 
criminal courts requiring that a prisoner be 
accorded a preliminary hearing within 10 days 
after a charge is filed against him in court, This 
ought to prevent defendants from being detained 
for weeks and even months—as they have been 
-——in violation of constitutional provisions for a 
speedy trial. 

Still another opportunity to serve the commu- 
nity has now come the association's way. It has 
agreed to study bail bond practices and proce- 
dures in the city courts. The request for this work 
came from Mayor Tucker who has said existing 
procedures are unsatisfactory, The fact that he 
turned to the bar group is evidence of his con- 
fidence in its devotion to improving justice. 
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Explosion in Siberia 

Russia's latest nuclear weapons tests have led 
to another test of propaganda aimed at India 
and the “neutrals.” The Soviet Union generally 
portrays similar American nuclear experiments 
as a threat to peace. To counteract this, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's disclosure of the Russian ex- 
plosion contains a new appeal for “effective 
international control of atomic energy.” 

India and any other nation outside the Iron 
Curtain must surely agree with Mr. Eisenhower. 
For it is apparent that Russia will continue to 
try to develop nuclear war power as long as 
the United States does, and vice versa, and only 
mutual agreement on controlled disarmament is 
likely to stop the cycle. 

Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, adds that the Russian tests 
offer more danger to the world than American 
experiments because Russia’s action is secret. 
This is probably true. But the uncommitted na- 
tions can see that both East and West are doing 
much the same thing in the way of experiments, 
only racing to do them bigger and faster. 

India’s anxiety at the nuclear arms race has 
been expressed by her scientists in a new study 
discussed elsewhere on this page. The scientists 
freely grant that the world is not certain about 
the effects on mankind of continued nuclear 
explosions. But they “consider it extremely im- 
portant—while we are still ignorant as to the 
true scale of hazard—that radiation exposure is 
kept down to the lowest possible value.” 

This of course tends to support Prime Minis- 
ter Nehru’s political view that both the United 
States and Russia should abandon further experi- 
ments. But the conclusion of the Indian scien- 
tists is not just an Indian conclusion and is not 
political; it has widespread scientific support. 

The same objectivity, however, might well be 
adopted by India’s governmental leaders. They 
have often commented on the danger of nuclear 
tests conducted by the United States. Now Rus- 
sia has given Messrs. Nehru and Krishna Menon 
an excellent opportunity to discuss the dangers 
of nuclear explosions in Soviet Siberia. What 
will they say? 
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The Red, White and Blue Rose 


A red, white and blue rose has been developed 
by a Memphian, Stephen Phelan, who is trying 
to get Congress to adopt it as the national flow- 
er. We celebrate this as a horticultural achieve- 
ment, reserve decision on the aesthetics until 
we can take a peek, and mention a hope that 
the Phelan rose will not come under the min- 
istrations of the build-up boys. 

For if it did, we can just see—shudder! as it 
says in Li'l Abner—some bright perfervid lad 
conjuring up I'm An American Day, on which 
every man, woman and child in the land would 
be expected to wear a Phelan rose in testimony 
of the 100 per cent quantity and the red, white 
and blue quality of their Americanism, as dis- 
tinguished from Norwegianism or Nicaraguan- 
ism. People who wore roses of other colors 
would be subject to deep suspicion. Those who 
wore no rose at all would be subject to deepest 
suspicion. Business would boom (in red, white 
and blue roses). 

Let us spare ourselves all that, or, indeed, any 
of that. A good arrangement instead would be 
that anyone may wear any flower he likes any 
day he chooses, or skip the same altogether. 
That's freedom in the United States (or Nica- 
ragua or Norway).

NEW DELHI. 

The Government of India have pub- 
lished a book entitled “Nuclear Explo- 
sions and Their Effects.” Following is 
the next of the Government communi- 
que issued in this connection: 

About a year ago, Prime Minister 
Nehru requested the Defense Science 
Organization of the Government of In- 
dia to make, with the material available, 
an objective study of the consequences 
of use of nuclear, thermonuclear and 
other weapons of mass destruction. The 
results of the study made by well-known 
Indian scientists have been presented 
in a book. 

In a foreword, the Prime Minister 
expresses the hope that “this study, 
brief and incomplete as it is, will be of 
some use in directing people’s minds to 
the dreadful prospect of war in the 
nuclear age and to the dangers of con- 
tinuing nuclear test explosions.” 

The book is written for the layman 
as well as the scientist. The chief bur- 
den of preparing the study had fallen 
on Dr. D. S. Kothari, head of the De- 
fense Science Organization in India. 
With him were associated Dr. Homi 
Bhabha who is in charge of Atomic 
Energy work and Dr. U. R. Khanolkar, 
head of the Cancer Research Institute. 

Describing the devastating blast, heat 
and radiological effects of high-yield 
explosions—explosions in which energy 
unleashed is equivalent to millions of 
tons of T.N.T.—the book says it is 
apparent the high-yield fusion bomb is 
primarily a radiological weapon. 

The study shows how the blast of a 
single megaton weapon is enough to 
destroy the very largest of modern 
cities. Its radiological effect is enough 
to devastate an area as large as some of 
the large states. 

The multiplication factor, the book 
adds, in comparison to devastation 
caused by conventional weapons, is so 
big that it becomes extremely difficult 
to appreciate and assess the seriousness 
and peril of the new situation. In re- 
cent tests it is estimated that 15 mega- 
ton thermonuclear (or H-bomb) explo- 
sions have been tried out. 

A 20 megaton bomb, it points out, 
releases enough energy to put if in the 
same order as that of a large earth- 
quake or hurricane; its energy is 2 per 
cent of the annual output of electrical 
energy in the world. It is pointed out 
that if this bomb were to be made 
from conventional explosives, the mere 
cost of explosives would be roughly 
£1000 million. 

In contrast, a nuclear weapon is, in 
terms of destructive power, the cheap- 
est thing the world has ever seen— 
cheaper than the conventional weapons 
by a factor of hundreds if not thou 
sands. By the sheer logic of the situ- 
ation, the book points out, “megaton 
bombs and cities cannot co-exist for a 
long time.” 

The book includes appendices on nu- 
clear explosions and weather, radio-ac- 
tive contamination of fish and marine 
organisms and maximum permissible 
concentrations in air and ‘water for a 
continuous exposure. 

In the chapter on genetic effects of 
nuclear explosions two points have re- 
ceived special attention: (1) Internal 
hazard resulting from ingestion (by 
absorption) into a body of radioactive 
substances contained in fall-out from 
test explosions: (2) and genetic hazard 
from exposure of the entire world pop- 
ulation to ionizing radiation from glo- 


bal fallout. The former injures an in- 
dividual during his lifetime while the 
latter manifests itself not in the ex- 
posed individual but in his descendants. 

In the concluding chapter the book 
recalls the statem@nt made in July 1955 
by the late Albert Einstein, Mr. Percy 
W. Bridgman, Mr. Leopold Infled, Mr. 
Herman J. Muller, Mr. Cecil F. Powell, 
Mr. Joseph Rotblat, Earl Bertrand Rus- 
sell, Mr. Hideki Yukawa and M. Jean 
Frederic Joliot-Curie. In the statement 
the world-renowned scientists and hu- 
manists had clearly posed the problem 
facing humanity: 

“Here then is the problem which we 
present to you, stark and dreadful and 
inescapable: Shall we put an end to 
the human race: Or shall mankind re- 
nounce war? People will not face this

The Bigger Story 

THE LONG WALK, by Slavomir Rawicz, as told 
to Ronald Downing. (Harper, 240 pgs, $3.50.) 
It was only by accident that this 
great story of human fortitude in the 
face of the grimmest natural hard- 
ships imaginable came to be published. 
Ronald Downing, a reporter for the 
London Daily Mail, was on assignment 
to get a story on the Abominable Snow- 
man, the strange, semi-human biped re- 
puted to live high in the snows of the 
Himalayas. Rawicz, a Pole living in Eng- 
land, was known to have actually seen 
some unusual creatures in the Himala- 
yas, sO Downing sought him out for an 
interview. After talking with Rawicz. 
Downing found that he had an even 
greater adventure yarn to tell, and per- 

suaded him to let it be published. 
The long walk of the title began in 
a Soviet slave labor camp near the 
Arctic Circle in Eastern Siberia and 
ended more than 4000 weary miles to 
the southwest in India, Rawicz was a 
24-year-old lieutenant in the Polish 
Army in 1939 when he was arrested by 
the Russians and imprisoned as a spy. 
After being tortured mentally and phys- 
ically by NKVD interrogation teams in 
Minsk, Kharkov and the infamous 
Lubyanka Prison in Moscow. he was 

sentenced to 25 years forced labor.

Traveling by human cattle train to 
Irkutsk, near the southern tip of Lake 
Baikal 3000 miles east of Moscow. was 
an experience that many prisoners did 
not survive. At the end of the rail 
journey the prisoners were handcuffed 
to a long chain and the end of the chain 
was attached to the rear gate of an 
army truck. In this way about 5000 
prisoners, in groups of 100 to each 
chain behind a truck, were marched 
through the Siberian winter northward 
for a distance of over a thousand milea 
between December 1940 and Februe 
ary 1941. 

At Camp 303, near the Lena river. 
Rawicz was befriended by the camp 
commandant’s wife, who helped him 
to escape. In April he and five other 
prisoners crawled under the barbed 
wire and started walking south, with- 
out Map or compass and with only a 
very hazy notion of Central Asian 
geography.

The whole long trek was a nightmare, 
with death from freezing or starvation 
awaiting them at every turn. The most 
incredibly punishing phase of it was 
crossing the Gobi desert in the middle 
of summer without food or water. 
Those who survived did so only by 
catching snakes and eating them. 

At last four of them staggered across 
the Indian border 12 months after they 
had begun their long Walk. It had been 
eight days since they had last eaten. 

Rawicz reported that he had seen two 
yeti, or Abominable Snowmen, describ- 
ing them as being nearly eight feet tall 
with characteristics akin to both the 
bear and the ape.

It’s a debatable point. The 
U.S.G.A. rules authority ab- 
hors improving the lie, play- 
ing winter rules in the grow- 
ing season. Any golfer worthy 
of championship competition 
from the district level up usu- 
ally recognizes the futility of 
this false aid that gives him 
the delusion of being better 
than he is 
Conditions Alter Cases. 

BOUT seven or eight 
A years ago, St. Louis golf 

leaders began stamping 
out the practice. But with 
the drouth of recent years, 
the practice has been renewed 
because some courses couldn't 
be kept in condition through 
the summer. 

For top golfers there seems 
only one legitimate excuse for 
improving the lie. That is 
when the golfer is attempting 
to prepare for a particular 
tournament where he has rea- 
son to believe the majority of 
his shots will be made from 
good lies. That doesn't hap- 
pen very often 

As for the champiOmship as- 
pects of the women’s tourna- 
ment, Mrs. Hoffman pointed 
out that the St. Louis District 
women’s event really has two 
purposes. One is to determine 
the champiom the other to 
promote interest in the game. 

“If we hadn't let the play- 
ers improve the lie, we 
wouldn't have half this many 
playing,” she said of the field 
that numbered about 111. It 
was a matter of not discourag- 
ing players before they even 


tee. off. It's discouraging 
enough sometimes as it is.

Schwartz's criticism was 
general in nature and wasn't 
intended to apply to any 
particular club. Members can 
and will tell you in particular 
instances of how well they 
provide for professionals 

In Furgol’s case, the de- 
parture undoubtedly came as 
a result of a top national golf 
figure believing he could do 
better in some other club 
connection. Westwood didn't 
have to apologize because it 
undoubtedly provided him 
with one of the best jobs in 
this district. 

But the fact remains that 
for one reason or another 
many good professionals here 
have not been satisfied with 
the situations.

D where children cause nothing but trouble, such as 
wrecking plants and trees, swinging on washlines 
and breaking them, soiling freshly laundered clothes with 
ee a ee sticks dipped in mud or 
dirt, scattering refuse all 
over the street, throwing 
stones, smashing bottles, 
shooting arrows through 
open windows, running up 
and down fire escapes and 
private stairs, hammering 
on apartment

so-called antics.

It appears that these young vandals are not allowed to 
wreck things in their own homes or yards. 
“Whom can we blame the most? Certainly not the 
children. Perhaps our increasing crime can be traced to 
such backyard barbarism. —Mrs. S. M., Harrisburg, Pa.” 
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IN EVERY COMMUNITY there are always a few chil- 
dren, probably emotionally troubled, who are destructive 
and defiant. When they “can't get away with it at home,” 
they take it out on the neighbors. 

Such children love to create an enemy, and the prop- 
erty owners who become greatly upset over certain chil- 
dren’s running across their lawns, etc., find that they are 
soon a target for all kinds of annoyances by the wilder 
element among the neighborhood children. 

Before complaining’ to the child's family about such 
conduct—or in dire circumstances, the police—it is well, 
if possible, to try to make a friend of the child or children. 
This is not best done by pleading or recriminations. It is 
often done by a firm and simple statement of fact. 

For example, “Boys, it took me all morning to wash 
these sheets. Now you have dirtied them and they will 
have to be washed all over again. I could go to your 
mothers about this, but I don’t want to. I think if you 
understand from me the inconvenience and extra work you 
have caused me, you won't let this happen again. I don't 
see why we can’t settle this between ourselves without my 
getting you in trouble with your parents.”

A FRIENDLY GESTURE to a difficult child on the 
part of a property owner who has suffered abuses from him 
may turn him into a friend who will prevent the gang from 
inflicting any further harm. 

Various community projects—the Girl Scouts, Boy 
Scouts, Campfire Girls and the “Y”—can help to drain off 
these aggressions in children so that they are not taken 
out on the community. 

Where real malicious mischief persists among a few 
children, it is often more effective to enlist the assistance 
of the school, rather than of the parents, who may be too 
involved emotionally to deal well with the problem. 

Many schools now have child psychologists to assist 
with such difficulties, for they can make psychiatric aid 
available to seriously troubled youngsters who are causing 
community problems.

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Your Child's Safety’ 


Eliminating Potential Danger Spots Is Not Enough—Practical Lessons Also Necessary

welfare give advice to par- 
ents on accidents. 
This is the third and last 
installment from “Your 
Child’s Safety,” published by 
the Public Affairs Commit- 
tee, New York. 


HE BABY is safe in his 
T crib or carriage only 

through the first helpless 
months of infancy. As soon as 
he can sit up, lean over, rea 
and propel himself in any di- 
rection he encounters danger 
as surely as the chick out of 
the egg. 

He will lean out of his car- 
riage to look after a fallen toy 
afd he will fall out unless he 
is held back by a safety har- 
ness. He will crawl or climb 
into dangerous places and pull 
dangerous objects to him. 

The carriage harness, the 
high chair (or low chair), the 
play pen are invaluable aids 
to safety. It is almost impos- 
sible to imagine how the 
mother of a healthy, active 
baby could get along without 
them. 

But it is also important for 
parents to recognize that these 
are all forms of physical re- 
straint, and that parents must 
exercise some judgment in 
using them. 

For the child old enough to 
place on the floor, the parent's 
problem is enlarged. The child 
still has to be confined, but in 
his pen he can move about, He 
must have things to play with. 

He must be able to reach 
out for toys that have fallen 
out of his fort. But there must 
be a zone of safety from which 
he cannot drag to himself for- 
eign objects or a dangling table- 
cloth. 

The child in the play pen is 
safe, but he will not stay there 
contentedly if he is not also 
happy. When mother places her 
child in the play pen or the 
fenced-in yard she needs to ask 
herself certain questions. 

How often does she put him 
there and for how long at a 
time? Has he merely a hap- 
hazard jumble of too many 
toys, or something to do that 
is interesting to him? 

Children can be lonesome 
too. Is he left. alone for long 
periods or does mother leave 
her washing machine once in 
a while to visit with him? 

As the child begins to crawl 
and walk, his area of freedom— 
and of danger—expands. Then 
parents have to consider the 
possibilities of the entire 
house. Certain general rules 
should almost be taken for 
granted. 

For example: bars on window, 
gates on stairs, tools and uten- 
sils and sharp or pointed ob- 
jects like knives and forks and 
shears and sewing gear out of 
reach, floors and the lower 
shelves, tables, chairs and stools 
have to be watched. 

And as the child grows in 
size and mobility, parents have 
to revise their sense of security 
by surveying the possibilites 
opened up by the child's devel- 
opment. 

The dangers change as the 
child grows older. A _ house 
that is safe for the infant con- 
fined to his crib or carriage is 
not necessarily safe for the 
baby learning to crawl and to 
pull himself to his feet, or for 
the toddler who climbs and 
reaches, or for the curious pre- 
schooler who wants to experi- 
ment with adult’s tools and to 
perform grownup tasks.

Just as parents think ahead 
to the larger shoe sizes and 
more advanced playthings their 
boy or girl will soon need, par- 
ents must think ahead to the 
new activities the youngsters 
will soon attempt. 

The safe home is the home 
in which the ents keep ahead 
of their children’s growth and 
interests, and who provide ac- 
cordingly safe space and safe 
equipment for them, while they 
plan and rearrange and elimi- 
nate as many hazards as pos- 
sible from the child’s path. 

Not all hazards can be re- 
moved, of course. The toddler 
learns to avoid tables and dress- 
ers and chairs; and he learns 
presently to avoid smaller ob- 
jects on the floor, most of which 
he may himself have strewn 
about, ; 

Here the parents can be help- 
ful by reducing the danger 
spots as far as possible. But 
there is a limit, for some danger 
spots are permanent fixtures 
in our homes. And these the 
child must learn to recognize 
as such, with the parents’ help.

LITTLE child cannot know 
A that a knife is dangerous 

until it cuts him, or that a 
fire or an electric outlet is dan- 
gerous until it burns him. 

But he must have learned 
that Mother and Father are 
there to make him happy, to 
give him food and other things 
he likes, to play with him and 
amuse him. He likes them, he 
trusts them. This knowledge he 
has learned not from the words 
they have spoken but from the 
way they have behaved toward 
him. 

It is in the same way that he 
can learn that the parents are 
there to keep him safe. He 
learns from the way mother or 
father behaves about that fas- 
cinating hole in the wall in con- 
trast to the way they behave 
about the many things that have 
been permitted him. 

When the little boy is about 
to put his finger into the elec- 
tric outlet, she lifts him away 
and gently says to him, “No. 
no!” 

But she takes him to the wall 
switch and helps him to press it 
and shows him the light that 
goes on. She is teaching him,

She is giving him an alterna- 
tive satisfaction for his curios- 
ity, as fascinating as the forbid- 
den one. Indeed, some children 
may learn that in order to put 
the light on he must first crawl 
to the outlet and wait for his 
mother to lift him to the switch. 

But most children will get 
the lesson more directly, with- 
out waiting for further lessons 
on electricity. The wise parent 
will supplement the safety les- 
son with a cheap precaution by 
buying safety dummy plugs for 
each exposed outlet within 
baby’s reach. 


By the time the child is 
ready for school, he is usually 
ready to take over some meas- 
ure of responsibility for his’ own 
safety. 


Last-minute cautions, how- 
ever, are not the most effective 
aid to him. The experience and 
teaching he has had through 
toddler days and his relation- 
ship with his parents will be his 
chief guides in taking care of 
himself. 


Parents who have patiently 
educated their children for 
safety from the beginning have 
prepared them for many new 
situations they will meet when 
they are on their own. 


The kindergartner is gener- 
ally taken to school by an adult 
or older child. The _ child's 
readiness to cross streets by 
himself is an individual matter 
and one of traffic conditions. 
But most children are not given 
this responsibility until they 
are past the age of five, then 
only when conditions are favor- 
able, and they have demon- 
strated their ability to watch 
lights, look to left and right, and 
take notice of cars turning a 
corner into the street. For 
most children, awareness of 
cars turning usually comes con- 
siderably later. 

From three years on, the child

UR children learn safety 
0 every day in their play. As 

they become ready to go out 
alone on skates and bicycles, 
they are taking new and signifi- 
cant steps in learning to take 
care of themselves. At each new 
stage, parents can expect them 
to show their good judgment 
and competence before they 


are allowed the freedom they 


want. 


A boy or girl who wants to 


ride a two-wheeler on busy 


changing. Soon he can play at 
leading Mommy or Daddy across 
the street when the signal is 
green. 

Eventually he can be watched 
by an adult remaining on the 
sidewalk while he makes the 
crossing alone. When there are 
no lights or traffic officers, the 
child’s responsibility is, of 
course, considerably greater and 
he will need longer supervision. 

Children in an automobile 
age need to learn very early 
that there is danger in the 
street. A young child can be 
taught to be cautious without 
being frightened. His mother 
says, “Cars are big and can 
hurt you.” She says this in a 
reassuring tone, holding his 
hand firmly from curb to curb. 


Still it is a long while before 
even a school child can be re- 
lied on not to run impulsively 
into the street after a ball or 
a playmate. Children are far 
safer playing elsewhere than 
in the street.

_A Labor Day Treat 


HERE is one thing we par- 

ticularly te about 

the Labor Day holiday. The 
date is consistently on a Mon- 
day; and we can count on a 
long weekend. Of course, this 
is more certain than the weath- 
er, but we shall all be hoping 
for an outdoor meal, either at 
home or away. 


While some of us will indulge 
in a thick steak, or in those 
always-favorite hamburger pat- 
ties, many of us have become 
converts to skewer cookery. For 
this, small chunks of meat—usu- 
ally beef—sausages or small 
balls with vegetables will be 
provided. 

Each person will fill one of 
those long skewers especially 
designed for kebab preparation 
and cook it over the coals to 
suit himself. It should be sea- 
soned to suit his own taste and, 
for this reason, should be per- 
fection. Long French rolls or 
loaves can be provided. These 
may be split, if desired, and the 
kebab combination arranged on 
a long half for one of those 
popular giant sandwiches. 

A tartare sauce or barbecue 
sauce may accompany a meal 
of this type, easy to prepare 
and easy to eat. 

Dillwurst Kebabs. 

Six slices bacon, 12 one-inch 
cubes cheese, one pound knock- 
wurst or frankfurters, cut in 
one-half-inch slices; six medium 
dill pickles, cut in thirds, two 
tablespoons chopped chives, 
one-quarter cup melted butter 
or margarine, six long French 
or frankfurter rolls, cut in half 
lengthwise. 

Cook bacon over medium heat 
until lightly browned, and drain 
on absorbent paper. Weave one 
strip bacon around two cubes 
cheese. Arrange cheese and 
bacon, knockwurst or frank- 
furters and pickles on skewers. 
Broil three to four inches from 
heat four minutes, or until 
cheese is lightly browned and 
meat thoroughly heated. Com- 
bine chives and butter or

Sweet Pickle Beef Kebabs. 

Three-fourth pound ground 
beef, two medium tomatoes, cut 
in wedges, 12 small white 
onions, cooked, 12 sweet gherk- 
ins, one-fourth cup melted but- 
ter or margarine, one clove gar- 
lic, one-eighth teaspoon ore- 
gano, six small loaves French 
bread, cut in half lengthwise. 


Shape beef in 12 balls, about 
one inch in diameter, Arrange 
beef balls, tomato wedges, 
onions and pickles on skewers. 
Broil] three to four inches from 
heat four to five minutes, or un- 
til meat is browned on all sides. 
Combine butter or margarine, 
garlic and oregano and cook 
five minutes. 
Brush loaves with oregano mix- 
ture. Arrange kebabs on bottom 
halves of loaves, remove skew- 
ers and top with remaining 
bread halves.

Brief Visit 
To Farms 
In Denmark 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark. 
WAS told that the Govern- 
ment in Denmark is trying to 
induce more people to go into 

farming. 20 per cent of 
the people are engaged in farm- 
ing but about 60 per cent of the 
return on export income comes 


farmer and his wife can work 
and care for themselves, rarely 
with outside help, has been 
carefully worked out. 

The small land holder whom 
we visited has 16 acres, of 
which .7 acres is in woodland, 
which is cut only for firewood. 

The agricultural area is di- 
vided into seven fields. Two 
fields are for growing grass, 
one for mixed grain, three for 
barley, one for sugar beets. The 
entire crop output is used for 
feeding purposes. 

The vegetable garden is for 
home consumption only, as are 
the products of the few fruit 
trees and the berry bushes that 
are on the place. They have 
two farm horses, but not of the 
heavy draft variety, seven cows, 
two calves, 10 hogs, one sow 
and about 40 chickens. 

The emphasis is, of course, on 
the production of milk and hogs, 
which represent the money in- 
come of the farm. A small farm- 
er usually shares his machinery 
with another farmer. 

ee AR 

THE GOVERNMENT will loan 
8000 kroner for the purchase of 
land and 14,000 kroner for the 
erection of buildings. The par- 
ticular farmer we visited had 
borrowed this money in 1940 
and moved onto the land on 
April 1 of that year. The Ger- 
mans occupied Denmark on 
April 9. What a hopeless situa- 
tion it must have seemed to 
him, and for some time after- 
wards he certainly paid no 4 
per cent interest on his land. 

But while the Germans took 
most of the products from the 
farmers, they realized farm pro- 
duction had to be kept up for 
the good of the occupation gol- 
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diers. So the farmers fared bet- 
ter than most people. 

By 1950 the Government of 
Denmark was willing to loan 
this small farmer an additional 
7000 kroner to build a barn 
and he seems to be doing well.

OUR NEXT VISIT was to Mr. 
and Mrs. A. Pilegaard Larsen. 
He is a tenant farmer and rents 
his farm on an eight-year lease. 
He has 100 acres of good clayey 
soil and the use of his acres is 
carefully plotted out. He has 38 
cows and 25 heifers. He also 
raises the particular Danish 
breed of pink hogs which pro- 
duces the kind of bacon liked

in England, and he keeps 250 
chickens. 

He employs a married herds- 
man, who has his own house on 
the place, and two farmhands, 
Mrs. Larsen, who takes sare or 
the chickens, the garden and 
house, has a maid to assist her. 

This farmer does not share 
his farm machinery but owns 
two tractors, one combine afid 
a threshing machine with straw 
baler. Much of this machinery 
is bought in the United States. 
It is very expensive and Ameri- 
can dollars are hard to come 
by, so no carelessness is tol- 
erated in caring for the ma- 
chines.
